He Lords and Commons having re- 
25! [&3-| ceived in a Letter from His Maje- 
y AW t ttc a printed paper, intituled, LLPro- 
{ clamation for the ſuppeſcing of the preſent 
[PSB Rebellion under the Command of Robert 
Earle of Eſſex, and the gracons offer of His Maieſlies 
free Pardon to him, ana all ſuch of his adherents, as ſhall 
within ſixe dayes after the date thereaf, lay downe their 
&4rmes ; Do publiſh and declare, that the matter of 
this Libellous and Scandalous paper, is the venome 
of thoſe Trayterous Councellors about His Majeſtie 
long fince diſcovered, and ſo often complained of by 

both Houſes of Parliament, who having for many 

yeares togethcr carried on a wicked Deſigne, to alter 

Religion,andto introduce Popery, Superſtition,and 

Ignorance, ( the ready way to an Arbitrary and Ty- 
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ranicall Government ) and for. that purpoſe not on. 
ly miintained Agents art Rome, but tnvitcd and Pro» 
cured ſundry Nunicos or Agents to be ſent into this 
Kingdom from the Pope, by which means Popery 
and Superſtition was ſo'farr advanced, That nothing 
but the convening of this Parliament ( occaſioned 
by the coming of the Scots) could in aff humane rea- 
ſon have prevented them in their Defigne, the onely 
rrve Treaſon , why. theſe miſcheivous Councellors 
aligning that power which oppoles it ſelfe againſt 
their deſtruftive and horrid Councells, have now 
at laft as the Maſter-peice of all their Machinations, 
adviſed His Maieſty in cfe&t , to proclaime at once 
His Honfe of Pecrs, the Hereditary Councellours 
of the Kingdome, and His Houſe of Commons the

tion,co be Trayrors & Enemies to God, the King, & 


Kingdom, and to be guilty of the higheſt de2ree of 


Treaſon that can be committed againſt the King and 
Kingdom, and that they will by x Age" kg of AL 
wightic God, and of ail honeſt Engliſh Preteſtants, 
&lovers of their Countrie, dotheir beſt endeavours 
[even to the utmoſt hazard of their Lives and For» 
woes) tozbring all ſuch uaparralled Traytors toa 
ſpeedy and exemplary puniſhment ; And whereas 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament did former» 
ychuſe the Earle of &/x to be Captain Generall of 
ſuch forces, as are or ſhall be raiſed for themainte- 
nance and . preſervation of the true Proteſtanc Re» 
lgion, the Kings Perſor, the Lawesof the Land, the 
Peace of the Kingdome, the Liberty and Propettie 
of the SubicQ, and the Rights and Priviledges of 
Paliament; The ſaid Lords and Commons donow 
Declate, That chey will maintaine and affiſt him,and 
adhereunto him the ſaid Earle with their lives and 
eſtates, in the ſame cauſe, as in Conſcienceand duty 
to yay the King, and their country, they are bound 
todoe. 

Andlaſtly, the Lords and Commons doe further 
Declare, That netwithſtanding thoſe wicked coun- 
cells which inclined His Maicſtie to make Var 
Yaiuſt our Brethren of Scor/ md, and by Prayers and 
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Proclamations read 'in Churches , to- pronoutes 
them Rebells and Traytors that withheld His-Ma.. 
icſtie- f:om ſetting forth any Proclamation againſt 
thoſe bloody and barbaroiis Rebels-in 7relang till 
lanuaryHaft, although the Rebellion brake forth the 
2:3 of October before; and notwithſtanding the im. 
portunity of both Houſes of Parliament, thata De. 
claration might iſſue tothat purpoſe, have now ad. 
vifed, and prevailed with His Maieſtic by this Pro. 
clamattor,' to invite His Subic&s to deſtroy Hig 
Parliament; and'good people, by a civill War, and 
by that meansto bring ruine, confuſion, and perpe- 
- tuaHlayery upon the furviving partofathen wretch- 
ed Kingdom: Yet the Lords and Commons, to' 
witneſle their conſtant and urffhaken loyalty and 

affe&ion ro His Majeſtic, do ſoletnnly declare, That 
if His 'Majeftic ſhall-immediately disband all His 
forces, and be pleaſed to abaxdon-thoſe wicked 
Conncellours, and leave them to condighe puniſh-' 
ment, andreturn and hearken to the wholſome ad- 
vice of His great Councell, they will really endea- 
vqurto make both His Maicſtic and: His Poſterity, 
as'greare; rich and patent, as much belovedat home 
and feared abroad ,'2s atiy Prince that ever ſwaycd 
this Scepter; Which is their firm and conſtant Re-
